F. Otte $t Co., 



How tke Mormons Klet^ard It. 
IH«ef%t News, Bait Lake, Utah. 

We t.ik<' tho f((lIowin^ from the I>6ieret 
New!«, Salt Lake City, Utah, to give our 
readers an idea of " How tlie Mormons 
Rc^rard It." 

While nenrly the whole cf)nntry has 
been ablaze with excitement over " Mor- 
mon" aflairs, UtAh, hiw been coin parative- 
l3' (mIim a!i<l ser(MU'. The tiewsof the Kd- 
tnundis bill was received with eiiuaniniity. 
The Senate proeee<iinjz8 were read with 
interest, hut no excitement, and the tele- 
gram which brought word of the doings 
of the House Was rfeceive^! in the same 
spirit. The bill is re^rarded by the Mor- 
mon people not as an honest attempt to 
siij>{>res8 polyjramy, but as a scheme to 
place the control of public allairs in Utah 
in the hands of persons who are and will 
be in hostility to the majority of the citi- 
zens. 

CengiesR, which lias enacted the meas- 
ure is divided itself on the exact mcaninjr 
of its provisirtMs. 8ome of them are capa- 
ble of more than one construction, and 
not u htlle dilKculty will be experienced 
in determininof whfci^ is the legal render- 
injf. This will --uil the lawyers ansl give 
work for the courts, und will involve some 
trouble and expense. But the thinsr over 
whicii the tjountry has enrage<l itself will 
remain comparatively nntonclied. The 
people who have been holding meetings 
and signing petitions had one thing in 
view, the framers of ttie Edmunds bill 
another. 

It will he found that the public has 

been fooled, while the plottinir iiolitieians 
have succeeded, so far, in their endeavor^'. 
But thobgh the}^ have apparently gained 
a victory, tim(^ and the tVQiJiings of the 
law will evolve troubles that they have 
note junted upon, and there is a powet" at 
work in Mormon ism which they always 
leave ont 'of their calculations. That 
l^ower is beyond the control of congresses 
and courts, and will, in the future as in 
the past, over-rule everything that is done 
or attempted, so that it will redound to 
the benefit of the system and the good 
of adhercTits. Of this we are as sure as 
the sun arose this morning in its splendor, 
just ab thongl^i the the Fidmnnds mil was 
unborn, and indeed, shone brighter, and 
clearer, atid pleasanter than for the space 
of several months before. There is no 
need for any exeitenient and no cause for 
any alarm among the Latter <lay Saints. 
We do not anticipate any. Then during 
the whole of the present agitation thev 
were never more i>lacid and undisturbed. 
And those who have felt any concern over 
the bill which now awaits tfie Presidential 
signature, were more exercised in rcL'^trd 
t^) the provisions which will attect all 
elitf>ses of the people alike than over those 
sections which are ostensibly aime<l at the 
marriage relations of the few. For the 
former are un<loubtedlv a departure from 
that glorious instrument whch guards tln' 
liberties of this IJejtublic, and the plain 
and dete.-nuned j)urposes ot ilisregarding 
its limitations and Violating its decrees in 
order to break do-.vn a rt'ligious organi/it- 
tion, argues the likelihood of its still 
further strides in the same direction, to 
restdt in the entire departure, at not <lis- 
tantdate, from the principles uion which 
the safety of this government depends. 
This, to us, IS the most depUtrable feature 
in the special legiblution devibcd against 
the *' Mormons." 

An old saying is, '*.\ still tongue makes 
.a wise head." W'f suggests this ada;_'e for 
the consideration of iupulsive. 
And we assnie our friends that such ditli- 
cullies lis will be created and fostered by 
the mischi<'VOUs measure soon to become 
a law, will, in the end, lailorifj our God 
and further the int'-rests ot' His cause to 
which we have devoted oui>elve8. And 
meanwhile, those difficulties will certainly 
not peiplex the Mormons alone; they 
who heli)ed to make them, or would not 
try to prevent them, will surely share in 
the infury that will result to th? material 
,i.nteremt of the Territorjr.

Ont in Nevada 
It has been tohi that dm ing a gale, while 
boulders ss big as pumpkins were flying 
through the air, and water-pipes wf^re being 
ripped out of the ground, an old Chima- 
man, with s[)ectacles on his nose, was ob- 
served in the r'astern part of the town 
83atc 1 on a knoll, calmly Hying his kite — 
an iron shiuter, with a log chain for a tail.

As he was passing a hold 
in Virginia City the cap blew from one ot 
t!ie chimnevs.

ViU PArtlenUrs of the Dlsaster-Thirtj. 
Fife LlTM Lottf 



Btowe's Cirens aad Meoftgerie and Sev- 
eral BarfM. Deetreyed. 

Mkmimiih, Tknn., March 31, 18S2.— The 
Golden City wlien landing here at 4:30 a. 
ID., Thursday, was discovered on lire. 

Tfie hoat was at once headed for shore, 
and in four tninutes she touched the 
wharf at tlie foot of Scale street, where a 
coal fleet in moored. A line was thrown 
and made fast to one of the coal barges, 
but the current hcinj? swift, it partetl, and 
burning, the steamer floated down tlie 
river, a mass of flames with man}' of her 
passengers and crew aboard, wlio were 
unable to reach the shore were l(wt. Tlie 
Golden City left New Orleans last Satur- 
day en route to Cincinnati. 

She carried a crew of about sixty. She 
had aboard forty cabin ])assengers, fifteen 
of whom were ladies and nine children. 
Flpr car^ro consisted of three hundred tons 
among whicli was a lot of iute. The fire 
is said to have had its origin in this com- 
bustilde iiiatorial.

All the officers of the stoanK-r safe, ex- 
cept the second engineer, Robert Kelly. 
He it was who first discovered the fire and 
gave the alarm, and remained at his post 
of dutv until cut off by the flames. 

Nearly all the cabin and deck crew 
of the steamer saved themselves. Stowe's 
circus was taken aboard at Vidalia, La., 
and six cages of animals and birds, to- 
gether with a ticket and band wagon, 
tents and horses, were lost. Marion I'nr- 
cell, one of the pdots, was in the clerk's 
ofHce when the alarm first sounded, and 
he rushed t!irou:.jh the cal)in bursting in 
the state-room doors, and awakening the 
paasenRers. 

So rapiil did tlu^ tlaines spreatl that 
within five minutes after the discovery of 
the fire, which broke out ainidsbip, the 
aft j)art of the steanu r was all ablaze. 
Those that were saved had to fl,>e in tlieir 
night clothes. When the burning sti-anier 
touched the wharf the fire communicated 
to a coa! /leel and the tug Oriole, whiub 
were also buriUMl. 

As near us can be ascertained, there were 
♦wenty-tbrec ladies aboard but two of 
W.»om were saved. 

J. H. Cronk, connected with Stowe's 
circus, is niissin;.', supposed to be lost. 
John Devuuae, his wife and three chil- 
dren were saved. Also, Simon Black. 

It is estimated that thirty-five lives were 
ioit. 

The fire was caused by the wutclunan ar- 
Cldentally setting lire to'a lot of jute which 
was stored aaiidsliips the steanier. She 
had ju.st whi.stled lo land and the watch- 
man went among the <ieck passengers to 
notify tbeui that Mciupbis was Ixdng 
approached, and those tliat were destined 
for here must get ashore. The bottom of 
his lamp dropped into some jute, and be- 
fore the flames could be extinguished 
spread all over the deck of the steamer. 

IJrice Pureed, the pilot, made his escape 
by climbing over the front of the pilot 
house as the fire was all in the rear of him 
when the steatner touched wharf. The tug 
Oriole did not burn, as at first reported, 
but WHS sunk bv the burning steamer in 
making the landing. 

All the rescued passengers on the ill- 
fated steamer Golden City had a narrow 
escape and thrilling adventure. Pilot 
Purcell remained in the pilot liouse until 
enveioued by smoke with flames leaping 
arouaa him, battling with desperation to 
eflTect H landing. When he first attempted 
it tho tug Oriole was rua down and turtd 



flflfroei, who leaped aboard of the tug at 
the moment she went down, were seen no 

more. 

W. 0. Jewett says he was awakened by a 
cry of fire and sprang out of the bunk, but 
the fioor was so hot it was torture to stand 
upon it. He gathered up his clothes and 
reached under the bunk to get his valise, 
when suddenly the flames broke tlirough 
the floor and licked his face. He got out 
into the cabin, which he found full of 
smoke, and had to crawl to the guards, 
escaping to the deck by sliding down a 
spar he made his toilet on the river bank. 

Among the circus liorses lost was the 
noted SeTim. Three trick horses prompt- 
ly obeyed the call of the keeper and 
sprang ashore. A buffalo broke his hal- 
ter and dashed through the crowd to the 
bank ; every hair was burned from his 
hide, he having passed through the fire. 

Mrs. Stowe, wife of the proprietor of the 
show, was lost. She was formerly Lissie 
Marcel I us, once Barnum's greatest attrac- 
tion. 

A bear, which escaped, swam to a skiflT 

in mid stream and climbed in. The skiff- 
man was in doubt whether to swim for it 
or to remain, and as the bear quietly laid 
down he buckled to his oars and pulled 
his strange passenger asiiore, where the 
circus people took cnarge of it One man 
clung to the buffalo, wnich swam ashore 
with him. 

The scone as the boat drifted out into 
the stream was heart-rendering, the cries 
of men and shrieks of women rising above 
the roar of the flames. 

In addition to the names already sent of 
tho saved are John Masten, Willie Mc- 
Kinley and James Myers, oi Henderson, 
Ky.; John Devouse, wife and three chil- 
dicn, and Simson Block. 

A man named Butler, who was on the 
ill-fated steamer with his w ife and three 
children, had the most thrilling escape of 
all. When the alarm was given be drag- 
ged his wife and children out into the 
cabin, which was filled with smoke, and 
finally managed to get them to the head 
of tho stairway, up which the flames rush- 
ed in a grand volume, cutting off escape 
by that means. 

Butler saw a man standing on the swing- 
ing stage ]>Iank, and called out to catch 
his babies. The man stood firm, and But- 
ler tlirew the two youngest children one 
at a time into his arms, and he put them 
in places of safety. The eldest girl thir- 
teen vears old was next thrown, but the 
man below was unable to catch her ami 
she fell to the deck further. He then 
helped his wife to a spar, down which 
they slid to the deck. The insensible girl , 
was then picked up from the deck, and 
and all escaped. 

Onlv one body as yet has been recover- 
ed, which is thought to be that of captain 
Kounts' wife. She was much disflgored by 
fire. 

Pat. Haley and MikeO'Donnell, the two 
firemen who were on watch, say they saw 
the negro captiiin of the watch named 
Wash, with his lamp in his hand looking 
tor some of the deck crew, and it was from 
his lamp tha- the fire caught the jule 
sbjred in the center of the steamer, and us 
*iuick as flaslt spread to either side of the 
steamer atid up to tlie cabin. 

Haley ran up stairs to notify the chief 
engineer, but by the time he reached the 
Imrricme deck the fl inie had mounted al- 
most to the pilot-liouse, and he was driven 
back by the fire. He then rang the alarm 
bell, and, seeing the boat was approaching 
the shore, ran down the forward stairs and 
jumped on board the tug Oriole just as 
the Golden City struck her. Seeing the 
tug was sinking be sprang aboard the 
steamer again and made bin way to tlie 
coal barge lying along the wide. Two ne- 
gro di!ck bands and a white deck passen- 
ger v.ere killed when the tug was struck 
as they were caught between the bow of 
the boat and the side of the tug. 

^nna Boyd, the colored chambermaid, 
and her assistant were both lost. Mike 
Molloy and Pat. Kinney, firemen, were 
saved ; also M. J. Wbelan, second baker. 
Whelan says he jumped overboard from 
the stern of the steamer as she floated down 
stream. 

There were about ten men on the fan- 
tail of the boat, who must have been 
drowne<l, as when he leaped into the river 
he saw three men go overboard and 
drown ; others must have shared the same 
fate. 

Felix Lehman, who was a passenger, 
says there was a merry party aboard, and 
nearly all the ])as.sengers remained up un- 
til midnight. They had one or two gen- 
tlemen aboard who nlayed the piano, and 
they entertained toe paaseogert with 
music and singing.

« lecture upon the death of Poe, said : An 
the shadea of evening; descende*! upon 
Baltimore, l*oe liad ramified on until he 
had rcMchod a <lungerou8 portidii of the 
town, uhi're it was unsafe for a man to 
loiter alone. Here the men who had been 
|oiluwing cunie up v\ith him and he was 
forced into a. Ionv den, where he was 
dru;^i:(>d, robbed, strippod of his apparel 
iftnU tlken clothed iu the liltliy ra^^ of one 
of the hrutee who had assaulted him. 
From this place he was thrust into the 
Htreet, and as he sta^ered alon^:, his brain 
benumbed by the (leadly dru(?, he fell 
over an obstacle in his pathway and lay 
insers bio for hours exposed to the cut- 
ting October air. ;\ K'*'ntlemnn passinp 
reeoKni/.e<i the fac*' of INte as he lay prone 
Upon the street, and c.dlin^' a hack fie di- 
rected that he lie conveyed to tlie Wash- 
ington Ilos]>ital, sending; bis card to Dr. 
Mnran, with the single word " IV>e" writ- 
ten in the corner. I'oe was cared for, and 
received energetic medical treatment to 
counteract the effect of his (b-pressed con- 
dition. JJuriuK this time l>r. .Moran said 
to him : 

"How do you feel, Mr. Poe?" 

"Miserable." 

"Do vou suffer anv pain ?" 

"No."" ' . • 

"How lonj,' have you been sick?" 

"1 cannot say." 

As Poe's last iiours approached Hr. .Mo- 
ran said that he bent over h'\m and a.««ked 
if he had any word he wished communi- 
cated to his friends. Poe raised his f a 1 i n 
eyes and an8were<l, " Nevermore fn a 
few moments lie turned uneasily and 
moaned : **0 God, is there no ransom for 
tlu» deathless spirit ?" < "onlinuin;/, he said : 
■** He who rode the heavens and ujilioldb 
the universe has decrees written on the 
frontlet of every human bein;;." Then 
followed munuirin;^, jrrowin<; fainter and 
fainter, then a tremor of thv. limbs, a faint 
fti^jh, and the spirit of I'M^ar .Allen I'oe 
bad passed the l)OMn(lary line th:it dividee 
time from eternity. — Wa.shiiigton I'ost. 

As to the pay for his poems, Longfellow 
said:
